Finishing: Take the yarn tail 
into the centre of the cushion 




and out the other side. Working 
through the cast-off row, take the 
yarn through the centre and out 
to the cast-on edge, dividing the 
cushion into six equal sections, 
pulling the yarn tight. Fasten off. 
Weave in ends. 

HEART PINCUSHION 

With larger DPNs and A, cast on 
40 sts. 

Distribute evenly and Join to work 
in the rnd. Pm for beg rnd. 

Join B and commence 
colourwork chart, repeating patt 
twice per rnd and working rows

Row 31: [K to 2 sts before m, 
kfb, kl, sm, kl, kfb] twice, k to 
end.

Rows 48-52: Knit. 

Row 53: K to m, sm, kl, k2tog, 
k to 3 sts before m, k2tog, kl, 
sm, k to end. 38 sts 

Rows 54-60: As rows 24-30. 

Row 61: [K to 3 sts before m, 
k2tog, kl, sm, kl, k2tog] 
twice, k to end. 34 sts 

Rows 62-68: As rows 24-30. 

Row 69: K to 5 sts before m, 
[k2tog] twice, kl, sm, kl, 
k2tog, k to 3 sts before m, 
k2tog, kl, sm, kl, [k2tog] 
twice, k to end. 28 sts 

Rows 70-76: As rows 24-30. 

Row 77: [Kl, k2tog, k to 3 sts 
before m, k2tog, kl, sm] 
twice, kl, k2tog, k to 3 sts 
before end, k2tog, kl. 22 sts 

Row 78: Knit. 

Row 79: K to 3 sts before m, 
k2tog, kl, sm, k to m, sm, kl, 
k2tog, k to end. 2 sts deed 

Rows 80-83: Knit. 

Row 84: As Row 79. 18 sts 

Rows 85-90: Knit. 



Row 91: K to m, sm, kl, k2tog, 
kl, sm, k to end. 17 sts 
Row 92: K to 2 sts before m,

Step 1: Knit in A to 1st colour 
change. Leave A uncut at 
back of work. Join colour B by 
inserting RH needle into next st 
on LH needle and looping it over 
the RH needle.

Make sure you leave a tail of B 
for sewing in later. 



Step 2: Knit in B until the 
next colour is required. At this 
stage, the 1st st may be a little 
loose. If necessary, pull the tail 
end gently, enough to stop the 
st unravelling but not too tightly 
as to pucker the knitting. 



Step 3: Repeat steps 1-2, 
introducing a new piece of yarn 
at each colour change, to the end 
of the row. There will be several 
bobbins (or butterflies, which 
you can use in place of bobbins) 
dangling behind the work, one for 
each colour change. 



Step 4: Turn and, leaving the 
bobbins at the front, purl the 
next row. When you reach each 
colour change, twist the old and 
new yarns by holding both yarns 
at the front of the work and 
taking the new yarn from front 
to back beneath the old yarn. 




Step 5: On the next (knit) row, 
keep the bobbins at the back of 
the work. At each colour change, 
bring the yarn to be used next 
from back to front, under the 
old yarn. Repeat for each colour 
change. For a new colour, follow 
Step 2. 




Step 6: When a section of 
colour is complete, cut off the 
yarn, leaving enough (around 
10-15cm) to allow the end to 
be neatly woven in later. Tails 
that are too short may cause 
the work to unravel and sts to 
come loose. 




Step 7: To tidy up the ends, at 
the back of the work, carefully 
weave threads in and out 
of neighbouring sts. Where 
possible, weave into sts of 
the same colour to avoid 
threads showing through. 




Making butterflies: With the end 
of the yarn trapped between your 
little and third fingers, wrap the 
yarn in a figure of eight around 
your fingers. When enough has 
been wound, cut off the yarn and 
wrap the tail around the middle.

The hat and cowl are both 
worked in the rnd.

Fibre is used in this project to 
create decorative fluffy clouds. 
These are not true thrums, which 
are meant to matt together on 
the inside of a piece to keep in 
the warmth. To keep your clouds 
looking fresh, use superwash or 
nylon tops that are less likely to 
felt. You can also spruce it up 
with a short trim. 

Start knitting... 

HAT 

With smaller needles, cast on 
60 (72, 84, 96, 108, 120) sts. 
Join to work in the rnd, taking 
care not to twist the sts. Pm to 
mark beg of rnd. 

Work in G st until hat measures

A pinch of fibre, when twisted, 
will be approximately the same 
thickness as the yarn you are 
using.

American Susan Gibbs 
was looking for a change

It may not be a yarn brand we've heard a 
lot about here in the UK, but expect to see 
Juniper Moon Farm sneaking its way into 
your shopping basket at your local yarn 
shop soon, as it's now being distributed 
here by Intercontinental Yarns. The farm 
itself is based in Central Virginia in the 
USA, about an hour and a half drive from 
Washington, DC. The area is known for its 
horse farms and rolling hills, sort of an 
American version of the Cotswolds. 

Owner and founder Susan Gibbs has 
raised the farm from a small flock to 
its size today, giving up a job as a TV 
news producer. For a long time, the flock 
produced fine angora and wool yarn for 
the Juniper Moon Farm brand, but now the 
business has kicked up a gear. With her 
own flock retiring after earning “a lifetime 
of R&R", we caught up with Susan to talk 
sheep, design heroes and Juniper Moon 
Farm’s new book. Modern Country Knits. 

When did you decide that sheep farming 
was what you wanted to do? 

I spent 10 years of my life working as a 
network news producer in Washington, 

DC and New York City. I loved my job, 
but after 10 years I was burned out and 
completely fed up with living in Manhattan. 

I decided to take a year off and figure out 
what I really wanted to do. I had no idea 
what that would be, but I wanted to live a 
more authentic life and to have something 
tangible to show for my efforts at the end 
of every day. I moved to California and 
spent a year dabbling in a few things but 
nothing really stuck. At the end of that year, 
I was in a bookstore and came across a 
book called Storey's Guide to Raising Sheep 
and I instantly knew that I was going 
to start a sheep farm and raise sheep 
for their wool. I bought the book, and 
started to learn as much as I could 
about sheep husbandry. 




So when did the love of yarn come Into 
the story? 

My goal with my small flock of sheep was 
always to produce artisanal farmstead yarn. 
Of course, I had absolutely no idea what I 
was doing or what that would entail, but that 
was probably a good thing. If I had known 
how difficult it was to make money raising 
sheep for wool I probably never would have 
done it. Fm a big believer in leaping before 
I look. My favourite saying is: ^Sometimes 
you have to jump off the cliff and build your 
wings on the way down’. Putting myself in 
the position where I had to figure out how 
to succeed was the best thing that ever 
happened to me. I worked my backside off 
to make it work because I was determined 
that I wasn’t going to fail. 

What was your philosophy when creating 
Modem Country Knits? 

Since I'm not a designer, my job as creative 
director of Juniper Moon Farm is to set the 
aesthetic tone of our pattern collections. For 
Modern Country Knits, it was really important 
that the designs really represented who 
we are as a yarn and pattern company. 

Our basic directive to the designers was 
to create garments that are wearable, 





interesting to knit, feminine without being 
girly, and focus on the details that really 
set JMF garments apart. That could be a 
keyhole in the neckline, a sweet little picot 
cast off or a super-flattering silhouette that 
looks good on everyone. The beauty of the 
book is that, if you like one design, you will 
probably like most of them. WeVe been 
incredibly fortunate to work with some of 
the most amazing designers around today, 
such as Pam Wynne, Alison Green, Ruth 
Garcia-Alcantud, Janlne La Cras and so 
many more. 

How much time do you get to spend 
down on the farm? 

After 10 years of living my life with my 
flock, I had to give up the day-to-day 
running of the farm a couple of years ago 
due to health issues. It was the biggest 
disappointment of my life, but it also gave 
me the opportunity to shift my focus to the 
daily operations of running the business 
side of Juniper Moon Farm and to really 
drive the agenda of our yarn and pattern 
business. I spend a lot of time juggling 
spreadsheets but I also get to really 
immerse myself in fashion and colour 
trends. Learning to forecast what knitters 
are going to be looking for one year from 
now takes a lot of time, but I feel like it's 
something that we get better at constantly. 



For anyone wanting to start their own 
flock, what advice would you give? 

Start small. Four sheep Is the perfect 
number for a starter flock, because It 
will really give you time to get know your 
sheep. Sheep are Just like dogs in many 
ways. They have distinct personalities, 
likes and dislikes. Spend as much time 
as you can watching your sheep graze. 
New employees to Juniper Moon Farm 
spend their first week sitting In the 
pasture observing. If you don't know 
what a healthy sheep looks like, you 
wont know what a sick one looks like. 
They say sheep are born looking fora 
way to die, and our job as the shepherds 
is to recognise their symptoms and know 
the best way to treat them. The learning 
curve when working with livestock is 
steep and rather cruel. It’s both the most 
heartbreaking and most rewarding work 
I have ever done. Watching a newborn 
lamb take his first shaky steps just 
moments after hitting the ground is 
the closest thing to magic I have ever 
experienced. I wouldn't trade those 
moments for anything.

The Cody hat and mitts 
set by Alison Green (the colorwork cables 
are sublime) and the Darlington dress by 
Caroline Fryar, because it takes 
handknitting into the realm of fashion.

At the risk of sounding like a total suck 
up, I am a complete anglophile when it 
comes to TV. Peaky Blinders is my current 
obsession! I've also watched nearly every 
episode of One Born Every Minute during 
my pregnancy - I’m currently 29 weeks...

This beautiful textured cardigan is sure to become 
a well-loved favourite garment 



This pattern uses a rustic wool 
with great stitch definition to make 
the stitches pop and enhance the 
pattern. It is mostly knitted flat, 
apart from the sleeves, which are 
knitted in the rnd. This makes 
for a seamless garment with 
minimal finishing - only grafting 
the underarm seams and sewing 
on the buttons! Note that the body 
is knitted on circular needles for 
length only - it is worked flat. 

Start knitting... 

Sleeves 

Make two the same. 

With smaller DPNs, loosely cast on

**Blocking a moebius cowl 
is a bit tricky because of 
the moebius twist There 
is an area (the parts that 
form the twist) that cannot 
be blocked at once. Soak 
the cowl thoroughly, block 
all the parts except for 
the twist and let it dry 
completely. Release it from 
the blocking mat and turn 
it so that the areas not 
blocked become the top and 
bottom of the cowl.

Count only the sts on the top needle - the 
same number of sts is formed on the cable. The 
needle will curl around, forming a double loop as 
you cast on.

stitch patterns 

The following instructions are 
illustrated by the chart. 

Loom Band Weaving 
Stage I 

Start at the RH side. 

First left-leaning diagonal: 

Pull first loom band from Row 1 
up and to the left, passing it over 
first loom band worked on Row 
3. Pass this band from Row 3 
up and to the left, over first loom 
band on Row 5. You will see that 
the loom band from Row 1 is 
now locked into position, and the 
beginnings of a diagonal line of 
loom bands has formed. Pass 
first loom band from Row 5 over 
first pair of loom bands in Row 
7. Pass a scrap of yarn through 
top loom bands to hold them 
in position while you weave the 
other loom bands in rows 1-7. 
This can also be described 
in notation form as (7.1&2)<-

Always start with the lowest row 
number (first number in each 
bracket) and weave in the direc- 
tion of the arrows.

Treble crochet 

The treble crochet (usually 
abbreviated to Tr’) is a 
commonly used stitch and is a 
variant on the double crochet. 
Begin with a slipknot and 
make the required number of 
chain stitches ('ch’). A tr 
requires 3 turning chain (tch’), 
so if you require 20 sts, make 
23 foundation ch. 



Once youVe 
mastered 
the basics - 
foundation 
chain, double 
crochet, turning, 
increasing and 
decreasing - 
it's but a short 
hop to different 
stitches, tubes,

Step 3 Yrh, then draw hook 
back under two Ips, leaving 
two Ips on hook.

Note: The hook will normally be inserted below both of the two 
horizontal loops at the top of the work. However, as with double 
crochet, different effects can be created by inserting the hook 
into the back loop only, the front loop only or into the space 
between the stitches. This will be indicated by the pattern. 




Crocheting circles 

Crochet circles are formed using the same basic stitches 
as flat fabric. The work usually begins with a small 
number of normal chain stitches (the foundation chain). 
The chain stitches are then joined into a circle and the 
fabric is created by working stitches around the central 
circle, increasing at intervals to make the fabric larger. 



Note: For hats and similar projects, once 
the correct diameter is reached, work !

Step 1 Make a slipknot and 
foundation chain as normal. Join 
ch into a circle using a slip stitch 
by inserting hook from front to 
back into first ch. Yrh and draw 
hook through and through loop 
on hook. One loop on hook. 
Check that there are no twists 
in ch. 




Step 2 The circle as illustrated 
would be used for a flat circle. 
For a tubular fabric, a much 
larger circle may be created 
simply by making a much longer 
length of chain. Joined as here 
with a slip stitch. (For tubular 
fabric, the first round is worked 
into each chain, not into the 
centre hole.) 




Step 3 For a solid circle of fabric 
(as opposed to an open tube), in j 
double crochet (‘dc’), make 1 ch. i 
Insert hook from front to back into | 
centre of ch circle. Yrh, draw hook : 
back through (2 loops on hook). 




Step 4 Yrh, draw hook through 
2 loops on hook (1 loop on 
hook). One dc made. Work 
number of dc into centre of ch 
circle as indicated by pattern. 
Lay work flat and check work is 
not twisted. Spread sts evenly 
around circle as necessary. 



Step 5 Mark start of round. 
Make one ch (or number stated 
in pattern), dc into st at base 
of ch. Work 2 dc into each st 
around the circle. (At the end 
of the round you will have twice 
number of original stitches.) 



Step 6 Slip-stitch last stitch to 
first stitch of round. Do not turn 
the work. For circles, stitching 
progresses in a continuous 
spiral, spacing increases so as 
to keep the fabric flat. A slip 
stitch Joins the end of each 
round to the start of the next 
and each round begins with a 
number of ch, depending on 
stitch being used.

Judy's magic cast on 



Need a refresher on some of 
fhe fechniques our designers 
have used fhis monfh?

Step 1: Hold both ends of a 
circular needle (or 2 DPNs) in 
RH, points facing L, one on top 
of the other. Make a slipknot 
and place on the end of topmost 
needle. Tension the tail yarn 
by bringing it from underneath 
the upper needle (Nl), over the 
index finger and holding it above 
the needles. Tension the working 
yarn by bringing the yarn below 
the lower needle (N2), over the 
thumb and holding the thumb 
below the needles. 




Step 2: Take the tail yarn below 
both needles, bringing it out 
below N2. Continue over the top, 
around N2. Take the yarn down 
between N1 and N2, under N1 
and hold out to the back. The 
tail yarn is back where it started. 
Keep the tension even. You now 
have two sts, one each on N1 
and N2 (the slipknot counts as a 
St on Nl). 




Step 3: Take the working yarn 
below both needles from front 
to back, continuing round Nl 
and down between Nl and N2. 
Continue below N2 and hold the 
working yarn tensioned below 
the needles where it started. 
Three sts cast on (2 on Nl and 
1 on N2). 



Step 5: Drop the tail yarn and 
swap the needle into your LH 
with the tips facing R. Make sure 
that the RS is facing you (the 
smooth side) and that N2 is now 
on top, above Nl. Check that the 
tail yarn is between the needles 
and lying under the working yarn. 



Step 7: Turn the work so that 
the sts on the cord are now on 
top. Push the sts from the cord 
carefully onto Nl. Nl is now on 
top and the working yarn is at 
the lower R. Slide the sts on N2 
onto the cord and hold the cord 
close to and below Nl. 






Step 4: Continue alternating 
in this way, repeating steps 
2-3, wrapping the top (tail) 
yarn around N2 and the lower 
(working) yarn around Nl. You 
may find it helpful to think of 
this as upper (yarn) around lower 
(needle), lower (yarn) around 
upper (needle). End Step 3 with 
the same number of sts on 
each needle. 



Step 6: Slide the sts off the 
lower needle (Nl), keeping the 
cord close to and below N2. 
Re-check that your working yarn 
is lying on top of the tail. Use Nl 
to knit the sts off N2. If the first 
St is working loose, gently draw 
it up snug. 



Step 8: Use N2 to knit the sts 
off Nl, knitting through the back 
of the loops. This is because the 
cast-on loops will be twisted. On 
subsequent rounds, knit all sts 
as normal. When all sts have 
been worked, one round has 
been completed.

If you're a new knitter or returning after a break, here's our

Grafting 




Divide sts equally between 
two needles. Cut yarn, leaving 
a long tail, and thread onto a 
darning needle (DN). Insert 
DN p-wise into 1st st on front 
needle and pull yarn through. 
Insert DN k-wise into 1st st 
on back needle and pull yarn 
through. * Insert DN k-wise 
into 1st st on front needle and 
slip the st off needle. Insert 



DN p-wise into next st on 
front needle and pull the yarn 
through. Insert DN p-wise into 
1st st on back needle and slip 
this st off the needle. Insert 
DN k-wise into next st on back 
needle and pull yarn through.* 
Rep from * to * until all sts 
have been worked.

Mattress st 




End to end: Lay pieces RS up 
and together. Thread yarn onto 
darning needle (DN). Secure 
two corners at RH edge. 
Working from right to left, 
*insert DN under the ‘V’ of the 
next st in top piece, pull gently, 
insert DN under the ‘V’ of the 
opposite st in bottom piece, 
pull gently; rep from * until 
seam is complete. 




Side to side: Lay pieces RS up 
and together. Thread yarn onto 
darning needle (DN). Secure 
two corners at RH edge. Pull 
apart slightly so you can see 
the ‘ladder’ of horizontal 
strands between columns of 
sts. Working from right to left, 
*with DN, catch first ‘rung’ of 
ladder on RH piece. Catch the 
opposite ‘rung’ on LH piece 
and pull gently until the two 
edges meet; rep from * until 
seam is complete. 



Yarn over (yo) 




Between knit sts: Start with 
yarn at back. Bring yarn forward 
from back to front between the 
needles and back over the 
RH needle. 




Between purl sts: With the yarn 
at the front of the work, take it 
from front to back over the top of 
the RH needle, continue round, 
under RH needle, and hold to 
front ready to purl next st. 




Between a knit and a purl st: 

Start with yarn at back. Bring 
yarn forward between the 
needles, take from front to back 
over the top of the RH needle, 
round RH needle and hold to 
front to purl next st. 



Slip, slip, knit (ssk) 




Step 1: Insert the RH needle 
into the next st k-wise, then slip 
it onto the RH needle without 
knitting it. 




Step 2: Insert the RH needle into 
the next st p-wise, then slip onto 
the RH needle. You have two slipped 
sts on the RH needle, one slipped 
k-wise, one slipped p-wise. 




Step 3: Insert the tip of the LH 
needle from left to right up into 
the front of the two slipped sts 
(the RH needle is behind the LH 
needle). Knit these two sts tog. 



Central double decrease (cdd) 





Step 1: Insert RH needle from 
front to back into next 2 sts 
on LH needle. Slip these two 
sts k-wise tog onto RH needle 
without knitting them. 



Step 2: Knit the next st on LH 
needle. Note that the two slipped 
sts are sitting unworked behind 
the st you have just knitted. 




Step 3: Insert the tip of the LH 
needle from left to right into the 
front of the two slipped sts and 
lift the two slipped sts over the 
knitted st. 



Long-tail cast on 




Step 1: Make a slipknot, 
leaving a long tail of yarn 
approximately three times the 
length of the cast-on edge. 
Place slipknot on needle and 
draw up. Hold needle in RH. 




Step 2: Holding working yarn 
tensioned with LH fingers, hook 
left thumb under working yarn 
from back to front. Insert the tip 
of the needle into front of loop on 
left thumb. Tail yarn is still held 
tensioned in RH at this point. 




Step 3: Use RH to bring tail yarn 
up under needle, from right to 
left. Take it between thumb and 
needle, over the top of the needle, 
and hold tensioned to right. You 
should wrap the yarn clockwise 
around the needle as if to knit. 




Between a purl and a knit st: 

Beg with yarn at back. Take yarn 
back over top of RH needle and 
then bring it between the two 
needles so that the yarn is not 
at the back of the work. Knit 
next st. 



Make one (ml) 




: step 1: Insert LH needle from 
, front to back below the strand 
between the two needles, lifting 
. the strand onto the LH needle. 




Step 2: Insert tip of RH needle 
from front to back into the 
back of the new loop on the LH 
needle. Knit this st. 




Step 4: Lift loop on left thumb 
over tip of needle, remove thumb 
and draw up working yarn. Two 
sts on RH needle (slipknot 
counts as one st). Repeat steps 
2-4 until number of sts required 
has been cast on.

Reading a pattern 

1. Charts 

Charts are a visual representation 
of the finished knitted piece. They 
show it from the right side, so 
when you read them, you read 
in the same direction as you 
knit. Always start at the bottom. 
Working flat, read RS rows from 
right to left and WS rows from left 
to right. Working in the round, read 
all rows from right to left. One 
square represents each stitch. 



2. Schematic 

The schematic is there to 
show you the finished 
measurements of the item, 
and how it all fits together. 
Compare these measurements 
to the measurements of a 
garment which you know fits 
you well. In the schematic 
and throughout the pattern, 
the smallest size is shown first, 
with the larger sizes in brackets. 



3. About the yam 

This is the information about the yarn we 
used for this pattern. If you can’t get hold 
of this yarn, take a look at these details 
and compare them to other yarns that are 
available to you so that you can make a 
substitution.

4. Tension 

To check your tension, knit a 
swatch (at least 15cm square), 
wash it and block it as you would 
the finished garment. Count the 
number of stitches and rows 
in 10cm. If you have too many 
stitches, go up a needle size. If you 
have too few, go down a size. Keep 
repeating this process as many 
times as needed. 



5. Finishing 

For most items, the best way 
to block is to soak the item in 
lukewarm water and wool wash 
for about an hour to relax the 
stitches. Then roll in a towel to 
remove most of the water. Finally, 
shape the item and leave it to 
dry. For garments, you can simply 
lay them flat. For lace shawls, you 
will need to stretch and pin them 
out. For hats, try blocking over 
a balloon or plate to stretch it 
into shape.
